PREPARING TROOPS 


FOR CUBAN WORK 


REGIMENTS 


ORDERED 


IN NOR1HWEST 
IN READINESS. 


Much Activity Displayed—Belief 
In 


Many Quartsrs That Spain Has Se. 
cured An Alliance With a Strong 
Power—Our Government Will Be 
In Readiness. 


Washington, Nov. 17.—There has 


been remarkable activity about tho 
war department for several days in tha 
'way of preparing troops for service in 
lands beyond the United States. 


An order has ^feen issued, directing 


at least ten regiments of the regular 
army now stationed in northwestern 
forts and posts to hold themselves in 
readiness for immediate transportation 
and service in tropical climates. Most 
of these regiments were sent into the 
northern and western posts a few 
•weeks ago for recuperation after their 
Cuban campaign. While holding them- 
selves ready for iervlce these regi- 
ments will now be recruited to their 
full strength. 


Nothing is said officially as to what 


the present activity means, but there 
are several reasons suggested. It Is 
believed that an early movement to 
Cuba la intended, somewhat sooner 
than has been generally believed here- 
tofore. 


Another belief entertained is that 


the United States government desires 
to be In a position to meet any condi- 
tions that may grow out of the pend- 
ing peace negotiations and to be in 
readiness to resume hostilities if Spain 
refuses to accept the terms of. the 
American peace commissioners. 


In this connection an intimation has 


got about to the effect that during th 
delay which has occurred Spain has 
been able to form sftme sort of coalition 
•with European powers to back up the 
pretensions she has been making in 
the negotiations. Another reason giv 
«n for the proposed movement of th 
regulars to Cuba 13 that they are t< 
.replace the regiments which have glr 
en some trouble and have created dis 
turbancea, the last'row being reports 
from Oen. Wood's command in San 
tlago province. 


It may be that some of the regula 


regiments are destined to replace vol 
unteere who have been pleading to b 
••nt home. 


An Interesting feature of the matte 


is the refusal of the United States au 
thorlties to order the muster out o 
the volunteers who recently returnei 
from Porto Rico. These regiment: 
•were sent to their homes and given 
sixty days' furlough, but, contrary 
the plans heretofore 
followed, they 


were not allowed to be mustered ou 
of service. 


As to the ten regular regiments, ev 


•ery department of the government ha 
been directed to prepare supplies fo 
them and to arrange transportation a 
soon as they are ordered to move.

Washington, Nov. 17.—The first ap- 


propriation bill to be introduced at the 
approaching session of congress will 
be one to carry forward the expendi- 
tures on account of the war with Spain. 
By the explicit terms of 
the 
bills 


passed at the last session, making pro- 
vision for the army and navy, author- 
ity to expend the money appropriated 
expires on Dec. 31, so that it will be 
necessary to prepare and enact, before 
the holiday recess, legislation extend- 
ing the period to June 30 next, the 
end of the fiscal year.

committee on appropriations, and he 
has issued a call for the subcommittee 
on deficiencies to meet in this city on 
Saturday of next week, the 26th inst., 
to enter upon the preparation of the 
necessary bills.

Paris, Nov. <0.7.—The meeting Wed- 


nesday of the Spanish-American com- 
missioners began at 2:15 p. m. and 
ended at 3 p. m. The Spanish commis- 
sioners presented a long document in 
answer to the

which was submitted last week. By 
mutual consent the memorandum was 
handed to the Americans without 
ing read and the meeting adjourned to 
Saturday neit. The Spaniards, in their 
communication, reaffirmed the position 
which they have assumed against the 
discussion here of Spain's Philippine 
sovereignty. 
They insist that the 


words "shall determine the control, 
disposition and government of the 
Philippines," in article 3 ot the peace 
protocol, do not warrant any refer- 
ence to Spain's withdrawal from the 
Philippines, except on her own terms, 
and therefore the Spaniards propose 
arbitration on the construction to be 
placed on the words "the control, dis- 
position and. government." 
In signifying their -willingness to 


submit the Philippine article of the 
protocol to a third party for construe 
tion, the Spanish commissioners urged 
that as there is obviously a difference 
of opinion regarding the phrase, "the 
control, disposition and government of 
the Philippines," possibly the result of 
a misunderstanding, the Spaniards 
should no more be asked to surrender 
their view than the Americans to sur- 
render 
theirs. 
The memorandum 


points out that a 
deadldck exists, 


which might be broken by arbitration 
on the contending views, to which the 
Spanish commissioners are quite ready 
to submit. The latter declare that they 
have no idea of suggesting arbitration 
as to the main issue, which touches the 
national honor of both sides, but they 
are willing to* accept exterior aid to 
clear the path of negotiation.

of M. Cambon's reports of the protocol 
negotiations between Washington and 
Madrid through, him, that 
President 


McKlnley at no 
time 
objected 
to 


Spain's reservation of her sovereignty 
in the Philippines. This allegation is 
directly opposed to the American rec- 
ord on the same subject. Judge Day s 
note to M. Cambon, dated Aug. 10, in- 
formed him that Spain's note of Aug. 7, 
accepting the terms of peace laid down 
by the United States, was not explicit 
and proposed a protocol to reduce both 
parties to exactitude. The American 
commissioners now hold that the pro- 
tocol itself was born of Spain's attempt 
to restore her Philippine sovereignty, 
though 
the Spanish memorandum 


squarely challenges the contention. 


Moreover, the Spanish commission- 


ers have alleged, that President McKm- 


• ley's objection to Spain's phraseology 
in accepting the terms of peace was 
based solely, so far as 
was made 


known, upon this sentence In the Span- 
ish acceptance: "They accept the prof- 
fered terms subject to the approval of 
the cortes ol the kingdom, as required 
by their constitutional duties." 


The Spanish memorandum holds thtt 


M Cambon answered the American ob- 
jection to this by pointing out that the 
Americans' terms were proffered sub- 
ject to the approval of the Americans, 
but that President McKinley replied 
that he did not desire to involve the 
internal affairs of Spain in the pro- 
ceedings in hand. 
The Spanish memorandum also asks 


why, if the United States objected to 
Spain's reservation of sovereignty, they 
did not plainly say so in the protocol 
and leave no room for argument. It 
asks why Judge Day's note of Aug. 10 
did not clearly declare that the United 
States would not recognize such reser- 
vation and that the protocol was neces- 
sary to 'prevent a misunderstanding on 
that point. It also asks why did Judge 
Day's note practically ascribe the in- 
explicit form of Spain's acceptance of 
the terms to telegraphic errors, while 
the exact terms of Spain's reservation, 
of sovereignty, as had in Washington 
before the protocol, are now 
b 'ing 


quoted in-the proceedings here. 


This portion of the Spanish memi- 


randum is based upon letters written 
by M. Cambon at the time; purporting 
to describe interviews and transactions 
attending tthe peace terms and pro- 
tocol. 
On Saturday, the date fixed for ihe 


next meeting .the Americans will ' ake 
their response, in the course of ->vhlch 
it is not unlikely that the exact terms 
and precise time limit of their icca.M- 
ance will be communicated.

The London Globe says that a num- 


ber of comets will appear in the skies 
during the year 1898. "The POBB Win- 
necke comet should open the list by ap- 
pearing in April, after an absence of 
about 5% years.

In th» 
same period wild animals have onlj 
killed 64,284 persons. On an average in 
India 20,000 people perish yearly by 
snakes and wild" animals.

In 1875 the number 
was 21,266, In 1896 It had risen to 24,- 
335.

LI Hung Chang la to China Count 
Okuma is to Japan, and more, for he 
represents the people of Japan. In his 
recent elevation to the premiership the 
death knell of the government of the 
clans was sounded and Japa^now en- 
Joys the comparative freedom o* party 
rule. It la really a revolution in Jap- 
fcneee politics and the people are at 
least assured of representation. Count 
Okuma Is the father of the reforma- 
tion. He has had ample experience in 
the past as minister of finance and min-, 
later of foreign affairs. 
In order to 


thoroughly understand the situation it 
la first necessary to take a brief survey 
of Japanese politics. For the last thir-

ty Tears Japan has been ruled by the 
ministry composed of the noblea of Sat- 
rum and Choshu. 
There were times 


when Tosa and Hizen men were mem- 
bers of the cabinet, but the latter were 
gradually frozen out, and of 'recent 
years all the important government po- 
sitions have -beeu filled by represen- 
tatives of the two famous clans. Japan 
suffered long -and patiently under this 
yoke of clan government, but finally 
the clamoring of the people for 
a 


change resulted in the establishment of 
the diet In 1890, and at once it became 
the mouthpiece of the people's discon- 
tent. An address to the throne charg- 
ing the government with mls-adniinis- 
teation or a vote of non-confidence in 
the reigning ministry or the rejection 
Ot an important government measure 
became the usual feature of the diet. 
The government 
would reply with 


•ither suspension or dissolution. The 
elan government managed to continue 
ks existence, as there were no.political 
parties strong enough to overthrow it. 
The liberals and the progressives, the 
two leading-parties, were always at 
loggerheads, but on a recent measure 
involving taxations they united their 
forces. The leaders of the two parties. 
Count Okuma and Count Itagaki, got 
together, and an a result the great pop- 
ular party under the .name of "kensei- 
to," or constitutional ;party, .was born. 
The inauguration "ceremon'iee/-ot--:the 
new party-':Were conducted on* June,22. 
Aa a result of -this Marquis Ito resigned 
the premiership .and his example waa 
followed by all the other cabinet min- 
farters. Marquis Ito, himself a man of 
keen and far-sighted Judgment, had 
previously 
urgeiS 
the .' necessity of 


changing a policy Jhat held aloof from 
political parties. But he met with no 
support, so he resigned, and in doing 
BO he recommended to the emperor'as 
his successor'Count Okuma. The em- 
peror summoned Counts Okuma and 
Itagaki to the court, and they were in- 
trusted with the task of a cabinet for- 
mation, with the result that Okuma 
accepted the premiership and at the 
same time became minister of foreign 
affairs. The change in the ministry 
wae at once announced and went into 
effect at once. Count Okuma is a na- 
tive of Hizen, a province of Kyusyu 
Island, and Is nearly 60 years old. But 
he still calls himself a y««ing man. His 
father wae one of the Hizer. clan, but 
was not blessed with an abundance of 
this world's goods. Meager as his op- 
portunities were, Okuma never neglect- 
ed an opportunity to cultivate the emi- 
nent scholars and leading men of his 
time, and he learned to take a deep in- 
terest in the affairs of hie country. In 
1877 -the Saigo rebellion took place, and 
following that the nation's finances be- 
came exceedingly disordered. It was 
then that he was appointed minister of 
finance, and demonstrated 
liis 
keen 


judgment in matters of state. He lat- 
er found himself at the head of the 
foreign office. 
Count Okuma is active 


in developing the modern sciences in 
Japan. In 1SSO, with that far-sighted 
study of the nation's needs which char- 
acterizes all his movements, he found- 
ed an institution of learning for young 
men. Just across the way from his 
residence, in a suburb of Tokio, known 
aa "Waseda, he erected., the first 'build- 
Ings, and endowed the InstKution wiUi 
1100,000. T-hte is known as the Tokio 


Sammon Oakko, and n ba* enjoyed 
great pro«p«rity. There are at present 
about 1,000 student*. The university 
embraces tnree separate schools, one 
of Japanese law, one of political sci- 
ence and one of literature. The count'i 
'house is a delightful combination of the 
modern and' the ancient Japanese. In 
the front his rooms are carpeted, paper- 
ed and equipped in European style, 
while in the rear eections we find the 
little Japanese 'porches, gliding screens 
and papered windows.
